All simulation was thrown 
aside in the apparent imminent pres- 
ence of death, and the suppressed facts 
of his illness, the long-denied but now 
admitted Bright's disease, the occa- 
sional intervals of delirium, the long 
hours when he has lain, incapable of 
speech or motion 
(as it 
is now 


said was the case when Cardinal Gib- 
bons paid him his recent friendly call); 
these and other distressing features at 
his illness all incidental to the one 
overpowering organic trouble, "Bright's 
disease," aggravated as this has been 
of late by a cold contracted while im- 
prudently venturing out driving two 
weeks ago, and by malarial fever, and 
confronted by a constitution impaired 
by nearly two years continuous sick- 
ness: all these facts arc now tacitly ad- 
mitted. 


The physicians declare that there have 


not been any hemorrhages as has been 
asserted; but this is almost the only 
alarming symptom which is now de- 
nied 
The lirbt crisis was reached be- 


tween 10 and 11 o'clock this morning 
when a sinking spell from which tho 
woist was feared occurred. His family 
was called around the bedside and his 
physicians scut messenger after mes- 
senger to the nearest drug store with 
prescriptions, requiring hasty atten- 
tion 


The distinguished patient lav uncon- 


scious, and to all outward appearances 
dying, until shortly before 1 o'clock, 
when a slight rally set in. His pulse, 
which had almost ceased to be.lt be- 
came 
again perceptible and partial 


consciousness was restored. 


At 2 o'clock his physicians, Drs. 


Johnston and Hyatt, considered him so 
much improved as to render their con- 
btant presence at the bedside un- 
necessary, while there had been no 
marked improvement and no change in 
his condition upon which hopes of ulti- 
mate recovery could be based. But the 
immediate crisis had passed. 


At 2 80 a United Press reporter saw 


James G. Blaine, Jr., at the. family res- 
idence. He said his father's attack 
this morning was very bad and created 
thegiavcst apprehension. His condi- 
tion became so weak that is was feared 
that in view of hib enfeebled condition 
a recurrence must involve the gravest 
consequence. 


Mrs. Hale, wife of Senator Eugene 


Hale, of Maine, one of Mr. lilaine's 
closest friends, was at the house for 
scvcial hours during the day, and made 
a second cull late in the afternoon. 
About 5 o'clock .she left, and soon after 
Senator Hale called. Mr. Halo's state- 
ment soon after he left tho house was 
that Mr Blaine seemed a little more 
comfortable than he had been earlier 
in the day, but that his condition up 
peat ed to bo critical 
It maybe, he 


s.iid, that he will recover, but those 
who have inteicsl in him have good 
reason to he alarmed.
